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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.” 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance. 


“And they were all filled with the 
" Acts 2:4. 


Acts 2:1. 
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“Come” - 


Text: “Come unto me, all ye that la- 
bor and are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest.” Matt. 11:28. 

“But tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, 
until ye be endued with power from on 
high.” Luke 24:49. 

“Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” Mark 16: 
a5. 

These familiar scriptures contain, I 
believe, the three greatest verbs of the 
New Testament. The study of the parts 
of speech is interesting indeed. When 
you undertake to study another language, 
you must study the verbs for they are 
important. In every language they ex- 
press ACTION, BEING, or STATE OF 
BEING. 

One Bible teacher once said the great 
verbs of life are “KNOW,” “BE” and 
“DO”. Jesus taught that in order TO 
KNOW the doctrine of God, we were 
TO DO His will, thus making it possi- 
ble for us TO BE like Him. 

The first verb is “COME.” I’m in- 
formed that the word occurs 642 times 
in the Bible. But of all the “comes,” 
those of Jesus are the most precious. 
Notice the full reference, ““Come unto 
me, all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest.” “Come”’ 
was Jesus’ word to His disciples, Andrew, 
Peter, James, and John. Also to Matthew 
at the seat of customs He said, “Come.” 
To Zaccheus He said, “Come.” To the 
young, rich ruler, and again to the sev- 
enty He said, “Come.” 

When we consider the word “come” 
we find it to be the initial act on the 
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part of the individual. You hear the call, 
COME; you sense danger, then as you 
are converted, that is, changed in your 
views—faith springs in and you fear 
God. Then believing His invitation in- 
cludes you, you accept Him by faith 
and oh, the glory of becoming a child of 
God! Many never stay until they are 
sure of the transformation. They fear, 
and possibly join the church, but brother, 
church membership, or signing a card, or 
just telephoning your name in for the 
record alone is not sufficient. Stay until 
you hear from heaven, until you 
know you have passed from death 
unto life. Then you will never forget the 
glad, happy day. Some as children have 
accepted the Lord and can scarcely re- 
member when they began to pray, in 
fact, were baptized with the Holy Ghost 
when only a child. Others who were deep 
in sin saw their condition, heard the in- 
vitation to come, wept their way to God, 
giving up all their old evil ways, thus 
making a most radical change in their 
lives. The old drunken buddy of the 
former hours laughingly said, “He’ll be 
back soon.” Others said, “The whole 
thing will blow over within a few days.” 
But thank God, instead the experience has 
grown sweeter. The disciples remembered 
that He said to go to Jerusalem. Tarry. 
Yes, they saw the need of the blessing. 
Have you? 

“Tarry” means to linger, to stay, de- 
lay, or live in a place for a while. The 
disciples and others including women, 
about 120 all together, tarried there for 
several days, continually praising and 
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blessing God. They had been with Je- 
sus before for about three years, unlike 
many of to-day, who, I fear would have 
said, I have learned all I need to know. I 
have graduated, having been a student 
with the MASTER teacher for three 
years, but their association with Him in 
the past only intensified the desire to do 
His complete will and wishes, by tarry- 
ing. Altho’ Jesus had said to go into all 
the world, yet they felt that first things 
of Jesus must come first. Delay your go- 
ing. Linger at the upper room UNTIL. 
How long? UNTIL ye be indued with 
power (dynamite), strength, so that 
later it was said, ““Those who turn the 
world upside down have come hither al- 
so.” Every gospel minister since that 
command was given to “tarry” should 
obey this imperative demand. Tarry un- 
til baptized with the Holy Ghost, 

Jesus said, “Take my yoke upon you, 
and learn of me, for I am meek and low- 
ly in heart: and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls.” We need to learn of Him, 
take His yoke. Can you imagine what a 
great privilege it would have been to 
study three years with the MASTER 
teacher? It is necessary for one to learn 
before he can become a teacher. You 
must commune with God before you can 
communicate to others. The disciples, 
though not men of learning as the 
scribes, their study with Jesus who put 
real life into the words gave them an in- 
spirational grasp of the wonderful truths, 
which was to the consternation of the 
big thinker of the day. But remember,

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~ Steadtastness In the Doctrine 


Paul the Apostle gave his young son 
Timothy, in the gospel, admonition that 
I feel applies all down the line, to all 
Church of God ministers, where he said 
in 1 Tim. 4:16, “Take heed unto thy- 
self, and unto the doctrine; continue in 
them: for in doing this thou shalt both 
save thyself, and them that hear thee.” 
It is so important for us Church of God 
preachers to preach the. same thing. 

In Acts 20:28 Paul says, “Take heed 
therefore unto yourselves, and to all the 
flock, over the which the Holy Ghost 
hath made you overseers, to feed the 
church of God, which he hath pur- 
chased with his own blood.” 1 Cor. 12: 
28 says, “And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily proph- 
ets, thirdly teachers, after that miracles, 
then gifts of healings, helps, govern- 
ments, diversities of tongues.” Again, Isa. 
28:9 says, “Whom shall he teach knowl- 
edge? and whom shall he make to under- 
stand doctrine? them that are weaned 
from the milk, and drawn from the 
breasts.” Matt. 15:9, “But in vain do 
they worship me, teaching for doctrines 
the commandments of men.” 


John 7:17 says, “If any man will do 
his will, he shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be of God, or whether I speak 
ot myself.” We may go to school and 
study all our lives but there is some of 
the doctrine that we can never know un- 
til we earnestly contend for the faith 
once delivered to the saints. Jesus said, 
“And I will pray the Father, and he shall 
send you another Comforter,” and, “he 
will guide you into all truth,” which 
means that He will lead us out of all er- 
ror. Some may say, “Our theologies are 
just crossed a little.’ Yes, that may 
be true, but He, the Holy Ghost, will 
untangle our theologies, since He is the 
teacher. The Word says, “If any of you 
lack wisdom, let him ask of God, that 
giveth to all men liberally, and  up- 
braideth not.” 

When I hear some say, “We can never 
see alike,” I wonder if they have lost 
their vision, Jesus prayed for us to be 
one. They were one for 325 years. Man’s 
theologies crept in and caused the dark 
ages to come upon us. In 1900 the Holy 
Ghost began to manifest Himself in a 
special way and to lead us back to the old 
landmarks, and we have the same Jesus, 
the same God, and the same doctrine. 

“But though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel unto you 
than that which we have preached, let 
him be accursed,” Gal. 1:4. There are 
many ways and theories about God’s 
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great plan of how to be saved, but the 
plain, simple answer which Jesus gave to 
Nicodemus, that “ye must be born 
again,” applies to every human soul. Let 
every one earnestly seek God, and that is 
the experience they will obtain. If this be 
true concerning this all-important step 
with God, it is just as surely true con- 
cerning all the other experiences. Acts 2: 
42 says, ““And they continued steadfast- 
ly in the apostles’ doctrine and fellow- 
ship, and in breaking of bread and in 
prayer.” Rom. 16:17, “NoweI beseech 
you, brethren, mark them which cause di- 
visions and offences contrary to the doc- 
trine which ye have learned; and avoid 
them.” 


Eph. 4:14, “That we henceforth be no 
more children, tossed to and fro, and car- 
ried about with every wind of doctrine, 
by the sleight of men, and cunning 
craftiness, whereby they lie in wait to 
deceive.” Another place says, “If it were 
possible, they shall deceive the very 
elect.” Then if we must do His will in 
order to know of the doctrine, if we do 
not fully obey God we are liable to be 
deceived. The ministry as a whole should 
earnestly seek God concerning _ their 
fields of labor, instead of exchanging 
churches and revivals, and consulting the 
tithe register instead of God’s divine will. 

For the encouragement of those who 
feel the call of God but seemingly have 
no opening, seek God, If you are deter- 
mined*to preach the doctrine, God has a 
place for you. The trouble is some don’t 
pray and seek God for their place but de- 
pend on the state overseer and district 
overseer to place them and a lot of the 
time they just don’t have the place they 
can fill, which, as a rule, causes hard feel- 
ings. There is a great need for laborers 
who will seek God’s will. Many good 
preachers are laboring today in God’s per- 
missive will, and have been for years, 
when if they would seek God’s divine 
will and obey Him, He would reveal His 
doctrine more clearly on every line and 
many signs and wonders would follow to- 
day. The same God, same Jesus, same 
Holy Ghost, same doctrine and same con- 
secration and obedience will bring the 
same results that they had in the early 


Church. 


1 Cor. 12:13 says, “For by one Spirit 
are we all baptized into one body, 
whether we be Jews or Gentiles, whether 
we be bond or free.” This one Spirit that 
led the Jews and Gentiles into one body 
of people will also lead them to regenera- 
tion, sanctification, the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, water baptism, divine heal- 


ing, tithe paying, the nine gifts, and the 
seven graces, and will certainly lead us 
all to the same Church, which is the 
body of Christ, which is the pillar and 
ground of the truth. He will certainly 
not lead to different churches and doc- 
trines but will lead all to the one whose 
foundation standeth sure. There is only 
one way for God’s children to be sepa- 
rated and that is disobedience to the one 
Spirit. If all obey, we will all go the same 
way. 

2 Tim. 3:16, 17 says, “All scripture 
is given by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for 
correction, for instruction in righteous- 
ness: that the man of God may be per- 
fect, thoroughly furnished unto all good 
works.” 2 Tim. 4:2 says, “Preach the 
word; be instant in season, out of 
season; reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longsuffering and doctrine.” 2 John 1: 
9, 10, “Whosoever transgresseth and 
abideth not in the doctrine of Christ hath 
not God. He that abideth in the doctrine 
of Christ, he hath both the Father and 
the Son.” Another place says, “If there 
come any unto you and bring not this 
doctrine, receive him not into your house, 
neither bid him God speed, for he that 
biddeth him God speed is partaker of his 
evil deeds.” 1 Cor, 1:10, “Now I be- 
seech you, brethren (not sinners, but 
brethren), by the name of one Lord Je- 
sus Christ, that ye all speak the same 
thing, and thar there be no divisions 
among you; but that ye be perfectly 
joined together in the same mind and in 
the same judgment.” Amen.

It made them to live clean lives. Psa. 
19:9, 

It made them to walk uprightly. Psa. 


It made them to work righteousness. 

It gave hopes in their hearts. Psa. 31: 
24. 

And so it was, God did 
covenant unto them.” 

1. It meant that He redeemed them 
and took defilement away from them, 
and made them to know His Spirit. Psa. 
19:7; 119:1; 2 Sam. 23:2. A revelation 
was this indeed. This was a secret so far 
beyond the comprehension and  under- 
starding of the multitude of heathen, 
idol worshippers, that they were hated 
and their testimony was discredited by 
the masses of the worldly people. 

2. God revealed to them a very secret, 
secluded path, in which they were per- 
mitted to travel. Job speaks of it in these 
words, “There is a path which no fowl 
knoweth, and which the vulture’s ey2 
hath not seen: The Jion’s whelps have not 
trodden it, nor the fierce lion passed by 
it,” Job 28:7, 8. It is called God’s way, 
Deut. 8:6; Psa. 128:1. It is also called 
“the highway of holiness,” Isa. 35:8. 

3. These who “feared God” were per- 
mitted to walk with Him, a thing entire- 
ly beyond natural and human things. 
“Enoch walked with God” and it was 
so real that he just went on to heaven 
without dying, Gen. 5:22. Abraham 
knew this great sec-et. God appeared un- 
to him to make him to know it, Gen. 17: 
1. Hezekiah walked with God, 2 Kings 
20:3, and many others, Micah 6:8.

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showed to these who feared Him was His 
future plans, and the future glory He 
had for them. Abraham caught a glimpse 
of that “city which hath foundations, 
whose builder and maker is God,” Heb.

THE WORLD AND YOUNG 
PEOPLE 


Some old people think that the young 
people must see some of the world and 
some young people seem to think it is 
their right. But God says “Love not the 
world,” 1 John 2:15. By the world we 
mean the ways of the common sinners 
—the worldings, or the world’s society in 
general. 


1. That atmosphere is not a good one 
in which to grow spiritual fruits and 
graces. “This world is not a friend to 
grace.” Satan is called its “god.” Do not 
think you have missed anything if you 
have given it up. It is just a matter of 
who you follow, the Lord God of heav- 
en, or the world. The two are as oppo- 
site as the north and south poles. “Know 
ye not that the friendship of the world 
is enmity with God? Whosoever there- 
fore will be a friend of the world is the 
enemy of God,” James 4:4. Millions have 
tried in vain to disprove the statement 
of this text. You cannot hook worldli- 
ness on to God. 


2. Young people are not immune to 
the evil influences of the world, but rath- 
er they are more easily ensnared than old- 
er people for several reasons, Young peo- 
ple with the freshness of youth are more 
acceptable in many circles than older per- 
sons. Then if the thought of their way- 
wardness is apparent there 1s the feeling 
of many years yet ahead in which to 
make amends. Others think nothing else 
is expected of them. 

3. But a wrong attiude to the world 
has proved fatal to multitudes, some who 
have felt a desire in youth to be saved 
and put it aside, have never in life again 
felt so inclined and many die in youth. 
Blessed are they who heed the wise man’s 
injunction, “Remember now thy creator 
in the days of thy youth,” Ecc. 12:1. 

4. Beware then of the world, steer in 
the opposite direction, Kings, wise men, 
prophets, gospel preachers, and hosts of 
church members have proved the danger 
of getting too close to the world.

They do not teach us in an im- 
personal and mechanical manner as do 
some instructors. Their many years of 
searching and seeking deeper truths have 
qualified them for the positions they 
now occupy. In humble reverence and 
the fear of God they expound the way of 
life more perfectly to us. Due to the 
fact our inability has stared us in the 
face so frequently while on the field, we 
readily embrace and love the truth. 

The proverb “Truth crushed to the 
earth will rise again” tends to stimulate 
a heavenly patriotism within the heart of 
each student, thus inspiring each of us 
to seek and defend the gospel truths. 

A greater day than this has never pre- 
sented itself to the Church of God peo- 
ple. The educational value of the B. T. 
S. Bible Course to all men everywhere 
cannot be over-estimated. 

The dire need of our world today is 
the Gospel or the way to life. Millions,

HOMILETICS 


I will endeavor to tell something about 
Homiletics—yes, Homiletics, a subject 
every preacher and church worker should 
know something about. 

Homiletics is the science or art, or in- 
deed both, of preaching. It shows how, 
scientifically, to prepare a sermon or gos- 
pel address, and how to deliver it effec- 
tively. What is more needed today to 
face this intelligent and educated world? 
It deals with every angle. This is very 
necessary in order to give a subject jus- 
tice. 

First, it discusses the text—the choice 
of a text, the advantage of having a 
text, the principles which govern the 
choice of a text, certain precautions in 
the choice of a text, the interpretation 
of texts, etc. Indeed, it is important to 
know these. 

Then the theme: It must be admitted 
that a wiser chosen theme has much ‘o 
do with the interestingness of a sermon. 
It is well to know the theme thorough- 
ly. Be sure that it is one that the people 
you preach to can easily understand. 
Do not let it be a trivial one. Have a 
definite aim to drive for. We should 
never choose a theme that is not in ac- 
cord with our experience, and _ with 
which we have no mental sympathy. It 
should also be suitable to time, place, and 
occasion. 

We go next to gathering sermon ma- 
terial. Let us ask ourselves, What have I 
ever read on this subject? What have I 
ever observed that will throw light on 
this subject? What have I thought on 
this subject? What have I gathered on 
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this subject? After we have our ma- 
terial gathered, the next is to arrange it. 
Proper arrangement of the sermon mate- 
rial will prove a great advantage to both 
the preacher and the audience. 

The sermon itself will be next in or- 
der. A good and brief introduction is a 
great asset to the sermon, Homiletics di- 
vides the body of the sermon into four 
parts. 

1. What? It should deal with a state- 
ment and definition of the subject. 

2. Why? This division should seek to 
answer the question why. That is, it 
should endeavor to set forth the necessi- 
ty, reason, or proof of the theme or 
proposition. 

3. How? The purpose of this division 
is to set forth the manner and method 
by which the theme of the sermon may 
be brought about, or the condition un- 
der which it may be received or ful- 
filled. 

4. What then? If the first division an- 
swers the question; what—by explana- 
tion; the second, why—by argument; 
the third, how—by what means; _ the 
fourth answers the question, what then 
—by application. 

The conclusion plays a very impor- 
tant part in the sermon. It is not too 
much to say that the last five minutes 
of the sermon is the most important part 
of it. 

Homiletics names and explains three 
kinds of sermons; the textual, expository, 
and Bible reading. 

Last we briefly make mention of il- 
lustrations and their uses. The greatest 
preachers have been masters in the art of 
illustrations. Perhaps our Lord set ‘forth 
the value of illustrations in preaching by 
His example more than anyone else. His 
discourses abounded in anecdotes, para- 
bles, and illustrations. No wonder crowds 
hung for days upon the words as_ they 
fell from the Master’s lips. An illustra- 
tion is to the sermon what a window 
is to the house—it lets light in, Illustra- 
tions are the windows of speech— 
through them the truth shines. 

These are just a few of the many 
things we learn from the study of Homi- 
letics. Space and time would not permit 
the numerous and valuable details. 

Where are we to study this valuable 
course? Why, right here in B. T. S. You 
could not invest your time and money in 
a better school. Just come and see.— 
Max L. Atkins.

1; Oklahoma, 1; Pennsylvania, 1; South 
Carolina, 1; Texas, 1; Tennessee, reor- 
ganized 1; Virginia, 3; West Virginia, 1;

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CORRECTION 

In the Evangel of Oct. 3, 1936, I 
stated that we had a large dormitory in 
connection with the Bible School in In- 
dia, with separate quarters for men and 
women, I did not make my _ statement 
clear and may have left the wrong im- 
pression. 

The women are quartered is one or 
more of the large rooms connected with 
the overseer’s home in the main admin- 
istration building, but as far as I could 
see all or most of them slept on _ the 
floor. The men use the chapel as a dor- 
mitory, making their mats down in rows 
after the desks are moved, and I am in- 
formed that we can only accommodate 
sixty men in this manner. We are sadly 
in need of larger and better quarters for 
our men students. Will you not pray? 
Also please remember that some of us 
will have to put legs to our prayers—so 
to speak. Trained native workers are in- 
dispensable, when it comes to carrying 
on the work in foreign lands. It would 
not cost a fortune to raise the roof and 
add another story to the chapel, which 
could be used as a dormitory for men. 

And wouldn’t it be nice if we could 
provide some sort of a bed for each stu- 
dent—say a canvas cot, for example—so 
they could have at least a little com- 
fort while in training? I wonder how it 
would set with our Bible students in the 
homeland if they had to sleep on bamboo 
mats and subsist on two meals a day, 
consisting of rice and curry? And then 
to think, many of our students in India 
never hope to have more than one change 
of clothes at a time, and must hide out 
in the jungle while they wash and dry 
their robes!—J. H. Ingram.

they took knowledge of them that they 
had been with Jesus. 

Our precious Lord, immediately fol- 
lowing His baptism in water, went into 
the wilderness for some forty days, wait- 
ing and meditating. Saul spent approxi- 
mately three years in Arabia before go- 
ing on into his ministry. Surely every 
minister should tarry long enough to be 
filled with the Holy Ghost and receive 
a definite calling into the ministry. I 
may not be able to tell you just how 
God will make this known to you, but 
you will know it. 

There is such a dire need of the pre- 
cious Holy Ghost in the lives of our peo: 
ple in these days. Our ministers should 
feel their need of the blessed presence of 
the Holy Ghost in all their ministry. He 
is to guide, to help, to teach, to strength- 
en, to anoint for special service. Abra- 
ham’s servant who was sent to secure a 
bride for his master, Isaac, is a beautiful 
type of the Holy Ghost securing a bride 
for Jesus. The servant told of the great 
riches of his master, Isaac. He told of 
his master’s home. He gave rich _ gifts 
from Isaac to the one who met the quali- 
fications, O precious preachers, we should 
give that wonderful personality of the 
Godhead, the Holy Ghost, a chance to 
make known to us the riches of our Mas- 
ter. He (the Holy Ghost) desires to be- 
stow gifts and those who qualify will be 
able to obtain these special favors and do 
a more effective ministry. We truly need 
His assistance in our efforts to carry this 
gospel to all the world. 

Just to “come” to Christ is not suf- 
ficient, nor is it enough for one to just 
“tarry,” but we must “GO.” Jesus said, 
“Go ye into the world.” 

After the severe persecutions at Jeru- 
salem the disciples were scattered abroad 
and preached the gospel everywhere. “In- 
to all the WORLD.” Notice the scope 
of territory. THE WHOLE WORLD— 
not just one country, one nation, but the 
whole world. Jesus said, “Ye are the light 
of the WORLD.” “Behold the Lamb of 
God which taketh away the sin of the 
WORLD.” “God so loved the WORLD 
that he gave.” Incidentally, you will 
notice God’s love gives, even to the only 
One, the only begotten Son. God’s love 
in your heart will prompt your giving to 
others. “World through him might be 
saved.” “He is Christ the Savior of the 
WORLD.” God is to teconcile the 
WORLD to Himself through Christ. The 
responsibility of spreading the gospel is 
on us, 

Mr. S. D. Gordon wrote in his littie 
volume entitled “Prayer Changes 
Things,” an imaginary conversation be- 
tween Christ and the angel Gabriel soon 
after the ascension. Gabriel asked Jesus 
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what plans He had made to let all the 
world know how He lived and died and 
rose again. And the Master is supposed to 
have replied: “I asked Peter, James and 
John, and some more of them down there, 
just to go and make it the business of 
their lives to tell the others. And the 
others are to tell others, and the others 
yet others, and still others beyond, till 
the last man in the farthest reach has 
heard the story and has been caught, 
thrilled, and thralled by the power of 
it.”” But Gabriel looks as if he could see 
difficulty in the Master’s plan, and he 
says, ““Yes, Master, suppose after a while 
Peter forgets. Suppose John loses his en- 
thusiasm and simply doesn’t tell the 
others. Suppose their successors away 
down there in the twentieth century get 
so busy about things, some of them good 
things—church things maybe—. Suppose 
they get so busy that they do not tell 
the others. What then?” And back came 
that quiet voice of the Lord Jesus. He 
says, “Gabriel, I haven’t made any other 
plans. I am counting on them.” 

William Carey, known as the father 
of modern missions, met the various op- 
positions of the world against missions 
and gave reasons thar to-day have never 
been successfully contradicted. He said 
that if the “go ye into all the world” 
applied to the twelve apostles only, then 
baptizing should be left to them only 
and all Protestants except the Quakers 
are wrong about baptism. We _ should 
take the entire commission. Further, he 
reasoned if the commission was to the 
apostles only, then all missionaries that 
have gone since the twelve have gone 
without authority, and all the promises of 
God to the heathen are useless, unless a 
special commission direct from heaven 
was given, Still further, he argued that 
if the twelve only were to go, then God’s 
presence is limited to them only. But 
thank God He said, “Lo I am with you 
alway even to the end of the world.” 

Some think that the distance is too far, 
but with modern travelling you are there 
in comparatively little time. It is all right 
for the business men to push into these 
countries for the dollar, but then are we 
not interested in their souls? God 
pity the man who feels so unconcerned. 
God loves foreigners. I’m so_ thankful 
that He does. If not, we would never 
have had the privilege of enjoying this 
wonderful blessing, for if the Lord should 
return to earth to-day and speak in His 
own mother tongue, we English-speak- 
ing people, as well as many other nations, 
would not even understand Him; but I 
know He loves foreigners. Praise His 
wonderful name! When He returns, | 
want to be able through love to under- 
stand Him when He speaks. 

God grant that we every one will 
catch the glimpse of the. great need of 
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missions. Those who feel the definite call 
to these fields will be able to go because 
the rest are standing by with their 
finance. 

There are many to-day who have been 
praying for years and yet they can not 
get away from the definite call to the 
mission fields. Just recently one, who had 
taken special studies of the language 
while in college so that she would be 
able to do the work she felt God would 
have her do, said, “Through all the years 
that call has not been drowned by the 
many cares of life, business responsibili- 
ties, nor pleasure of home.” God is work- 
ing. I wish I could tell you of the hard- 
ships some our missionaries to-day are 
undergoing, or, some one said, rather 
overcoming. Yes, God is awarding their 
efforts. Hungry hearts are crying out for 
the message, and then see how they 
eagerly accept our Savior, humbly and 
persistently seeking until they are filled 
with the precious Holy Ghost. 

When the great explorer and mission- 
ary, David Livingstone, lay on his death 
bed, Stanley said, “Why don’t you go 
home? All England is ready to praise you. 
You can be raised to the honor of knight- 
hood.” But Livingstone answered, “Im- 
possible! I must finish my work,” and 
he sealed his work with his own _life’s 
blood, for the neglected black man of 
Africa. But in the resurrection, those 
souls will shine more brightly than any 
and all the diamonds ever mined from 
the Kimberly Diamord Mines of Africa, 
or any other place. Yes, even more than 
the stars of heaven. 

Before this is printed in the Evangel 
the writer will be flying to foreign fields 
to assist with rhe work that is being done 
by our missionaries there. Do pray that 
God will abundantly bless in all our ef- 
forts. Our Mission Board has taken on 
the greatest program this year in the 
whole history of our mission work. They 
have confidence in you that you are go- 
ing to prove your faith in missions by 
sending in your donations, sending in the 
needed finance to help keep this great 
work going. Already this first quarter of 
the Assembly year, or the last quarter of 
the calendar year of 1936, you have beat 
last year’s record. The same quarter last 
year beat the year before. So you can 
clearly see that if we continue through- 
out the year, as we have begun, we can 
easily double the amount paid in last 
year. Can we double our mission money 
this year? Why not? We have a far bet- 
ter start than last year. We have a great- 
er mission program. Our people are real- 
izing the great need of missions. I be- 
lieve that our doors of opportunity are 
open before us now, but may, in some 
fields, within a few years and possibly 
few days be closed. Surely this is the 
time for us to work with all our might.
